Washington 


E ask the American 
to give solemn considera- 
ation to this declaration. 
It is the pronouncement of 

a movement that is consecrated to 
the cause of freedom as Americans 
understand freedom. It is the message 
of men and women who will not de- 
sert the cause of freedom, no matter 
what the tide’ of the struggle. 

The American labor movement in 
this crucial hour here lays before the 
people the full story and asks them to 
rally with labor to the defense of our 
imperiled institutions. 

Labor speaks from no 
selfish point of view. 
the standpoint of American citizen- 
ship. And the indictment it lays is an 
indictment of the enemies of freedom 
and progress. ' 

American labor battling for the 
preservation of American democracy 
and American institutions today 
stands between two converging de- 
structive forces. 

Standing between two opposing 
forces, uncompromising toward both, 
the American trade union movement 
today finds itself and every American 
institution of freedom assailed and at- 
tacked by the conscienceless autocrats 
of industry and the followers of radi- 
cal European fanaticism. If either of 
these wins, the doors of democratic 
freedom and opportunity can never 
be reopened in our time. 

Though inspired by vastly different 
motives, these two unrelenting forces 
work toward the destruction of the 
same ideals, each using the other as a 
tool in the struggle to overwhelm 
democracy and put an end to Ameri- 
‘an progress, politically 
dustrially.

Reaction Casts Off All Pretense 


Reactionary employers have joined 
their might in a campaign which they 
are pleased to call a campaign for the 
“open shop,” which they have been 
waging vigorously since the signing 
of the armistice. Compelled by the 
pressure of public opinion to accept 
Labor’s co-operation during the war, 
when the utmost conservation of pro- 
ductive energy was necessary to the 
life of the nation, they cast off all pre- 
tense immediately upon the passing of 
the emergency. 

This entire campaign on the part of 
the combined reactionary employers is 
in no sense a campaign for the “open 
shop,” no matter what definition may 
be given to that term. The campaign 
is (distinctly and solely) one for a 
shop that shall be closed against 
union workmen. It is primarily a cam- 
paign disguised under the name of an 
“open shop” campaign, designed to 
destroy trade unions and to break 
down and eliminate the whole prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining which 
has for years been accepted by the 
highest industrial authorities and by 
the American people as a _ principle 
based upon justice and established 
permanently in our industrial life. 

Not only durihg the war, but during 
every year since the labor movement 
has had a place in our industrial life, 
it has justified its and 
proved the necessity therefor, by 
making possible the necessary co-oper- 
ation between employers and work- 
ers, on the one hand, and on the other 
hand by rescuing the workers from 
autocratic domination and developing 
for them a standard of living and of 
working conditions fitting to Ameri- 
can citizenship. The American trade 
union movement is here because it is 
a necessity.

Unscrupulous Financial Speculation 
The unscrupulous pirateers of 
finance having squeezed the consum- 
er throughout the period of the war, 
are now broadening their field and en- 
riching themselves by squeezing both 
the producer and the consumer. For- 
tunes are being made today by com- 
modity and financial speculation. 


Flagrant Profiteering Continues 
It is astounding, but true, that even 


after so great a lapse of time since 
the ending of hostilities there is, so 
far as the average family is concerned, 
practically no reduction in the high 
cost of living. It is admitted freely 
that in some commodities there has 
been a reduction of price in the whole- 
sale markets, but there has been no 
appreciable reduction. in the _ retail 
prices at which the working people 
must make their purchases. 

Labor has time after time indicted 
the employers and the commercial 
interests of the country for wanton 
profiteering. We declare again that 
the government has been and con- 
tinues impotent in the face of the 
criminal operations of profiteers and 
must therefore accept the responsi- 
bility for a great portion of the indig- 
nation and resentment of the people 
against those who have filched their 
pockets for no reason except that they 
have had the power to do so. 

Going hand in hand with profiteer- 
ing there has been, and is, a shame- 
ful and undoubtedly unjustified over- 
capitalization of industrial and com- 
mercial projects, compelling the con- 
suming public to pay interest in the 
form of inflated prices on vast sums 
of money, back of which there is no 
foundation of intrinsic value or 
ductive capacity.

Curtailing Consuming Power 

Due to the maladministration of in- 
dustry, and principally and primarily 
because of the studied and calculated 
arbitrary policies of reactionary 
ployers, there has come 
state of unemployment which is de- 
priving fully three and one-half mil- 
lion working people of the opportunity 
to earn a living. That there should 
be this tragic situation at a time when 
hardly any portion of the world has a 
sufficient supply of the necessaries of 
life is a commentary upon the meth- 
ods of those responsible for the con- 
duct of industry which they can not 
justify. It is a rebuke to their meth- 
ods which only prompt and 
mental remedial action can remove. 
The condition of unemployment has 
been accentuated by keeping open the 
flood gates of immigration, which has 
added to the confusion and given em- 
ployers an additional weapon in their 
efforts to reduce the American stand- 
ard of living.

wages. The stupidity of such policies 
as these, whether or not apparent to 
employers inspired only by a desire for 
monetary gain, is a matter which 
should give the most serious concern 
to the American people as a whole. 
Every reduction of wages is a reduc- 
tion in the consuming power of the 
wage-earners and a direct blow at the 
prosperity and well-being of the 
country. 

Labor not only insists upon main- 
taining the present standards of wages 
and working conditions, but declares 
its solemn purpose to continue its 
struggle to further improve 
standards.

Where the unorganized workers are 
concerned, while they benefit by the 
protests and progress of the organ- 
ized workers, they find themselves un- 
able to meet properly the present cru- 
cial situation. Their recourse is to 
join the organizations of their trades 
or callings, and we demand for them 
the right freely to follow such a course 
and to exercise ali of the powers and 
privileges which that implies. Col- 
lective bargaining is one of the great 
stabilizing influences in industry in 
the relations between employers and 
workers. It is censurable that em- 
ployers have in too many instances 
dissipated these friendly and mutually 
advantageous arrangements. We 
strongly urge upon both employers 
and unions to keep inviolate the in- 
strumentality of collective bargaining. 
Tragic Penalties of Maladministration 

Another manifestation of the un- 
scientific and inhumane policies of in- 
dustrial autocracy is found in what 
is commonly known as “labor turn- 
over,” which means the repeated hir- 
ing and discharging of individual 
workers without any opportunity for 
an expression on the part of those 
workers in determining the terms or 
the conditions under which they shall 
give service. 

This endless movement of workers 
from shop to shop, with its inevitable 
burden of idleness and loss of produc- 
tion, is the individual protest of the 
unorganized against conditions of em- 
ployment which they 
to remedy.

THE STEEL WORKER’S WAY OUT 


The Interchurch report on the steel strike 
shows what all fairly well-informed people, 
outside of the daily newspaper offices, knew 
before. The overworking of laborers, the spy 
system, the use of agents provocateurs, the pro- 
scription of unionists, the denial of free speech 
by trust-controlled public officials and other 
disgraceful facts were by no means unknown. 
Intelligent people were not deceived by the 
newspaper outcry against the strikers and the 
appeals to ignorance and prejudice by journal- 
istic prostitutes, who talked about “I.W.W.ism” 
and “Bolshevism” as though they could define 
these terms if required, and actually believed 
what they wrote. The Interchurch report, 
however, serves a useful purpose. It deprives 
the newspaper writers of their excuse for pre- 
tended ignorance of conditions. And, having 
been signed by men of unquestionad intelli- 
gence and probity, men who knowingly and 
willingly sacrificed in behalf of truth and hu- 
manity financial support they would otherwise 
have received from trust magnates, it places 
a stumbling block in the pathway of upholders 
of predatory institutions. Though publication 
of the report may have caused the death of the 
Interchurch movement, it was a glorious death 
in a good cause. 

But now that the truth concerning conditions 
at the steel plants has been made too clear to 
be ignored, what is there to do about it? The 
steel magnates can afford to ignore public 
opinion, so long as that policy does not inter- 
fere with dividends. Labor in the steel mills 
will get better treatment as soon as the mag- 
nates are convinced that it will pay, and no 
sooner. And it is better so. Charity doled out 
by an employer to his employes is no more 
desirable than in any other form. Labor must 
help itself. 

There are ways in which Labor can help it- 
self regardless of what Mr. Gary’s attitude tow- 
ard unionization may be, and regardless of his 
ability to prevent his employes from organiz- 
ing. The workers have the ballot. Mr. Gary’s 
real source of power is not in his ownership of 
big plants. It lies in possession of privileges 
conferred upon him by law. If the workers use 
their political power to deprive him and his 
corporation of these privileges they will 
emancipate themselves. If they show the 
slightest disposition to use their power ser- 











iously they will probably have occasion to ob- 
serve a change for the better in the corpora- 
tion’s labor policy, even before anything has 
actually been done. 

What privilege does the steel corporation 
hold? As far back as the year 1901, Charles 
Schwab disclosed one of these in testifying be- 
fore a congressional committee. He said that 
the corporation owned 60,000 acres of coking 
coal lands in the Connellsville district. These 
lands contained practically all the coking coal 
available for use in steel manufacturing. While 
the corporation controlled the use of these 
lands no competitior or possible competitor 
could engage in steel manufacturing without 
its consent. The monopoly of these lands Mr. 
Schwab estimated to be worth billions to the 
trust. The value he put on these lands was 
$60,000 an acre. Now if the workers were to 
insist that the authorities assess these lands, 
which the trust still owns, at the price put 
upon them by Mr. Schwab or at the increased 
value which they must be worth to the trust 
today, they could force Mr. Gary to sit up and 
take notice. Not even the steel trust could 
afford to hold these lands, if taxed at such a 
figure, without putting them all to their most 
productive use, and that would require so much 
labor that the laborers would soon become 
masters of the situation. Nor are the coking 
coal lands the only vulnerable spot in the steel 
trust anatomy. About ten years ago, when one 
of the periodical congressional investigations 
of the trust was under way by the Stanley com- 
mittee, Mr. Schwab made another disclosure— 
known before to nearly everyone outside of 
Congress. He told of ore deposits owned by 
his corporation. He was asked if a competitor 
could get ore. “Not without our permission” 
was, in substance, his reply. He _ refrained 
this time from putting a money value on this 
monopoly. But it would not be hard to arrive 
at one, if Labor were to get down to business. 
Then there are other resources under the 
trust’s control. It owns terminals for docks 
and is thus able to shut out possible competi- 
tors from water transportation. It has similar 
means of influencing transportation by land. 
And it has been able to influence Congress suf- 
ficiently to see that tariff duties on steel and 
steel products are not entirely abolished. So 
long as it holds these privileges laborers in the 
steel mills, excepting the highly skilled ones, 
will have to struggle hard for better conditions. 
Still they have in the bpllot the means of help- 
ing themselves, and them not forget the 
adage: “The Lord helpg those who help them- 
selves.”—Samuel Danziger in Christian Family 
Magazine. ’ 





“OPEN” SHOP DRIVE IS NON-UNION MASK 





The “open” shop drive is a mask for non- 
unionism and is a menace not only to wage 
earners, but threatens the whole structure of 
industrial peace, according to a statement by 
the social action department of the National 
Catholic Welfare Council. 

“Of what avail is it for workers to be per- 
mitted by their employers to become mem- 
bers of unions if the employers will not deal 
with unions?” is asked. 

“The ‘open’ shop drive masks under such 
names as ‘the American plan’ and hides behind 
the pretense of American freedom. /Yet its 
real purpose is to destroy all effective labor 
unions and thus subject the working people to 
the complete domination of the employers. 
Should it succeed in the measure that its pro- 
ponents hope, it will thrust far into the ranks 
of the underpaid body of American working 
people. 

“The unions were necessary even during 
the war, when working people found their la- 
bor in great demand. They are still more im- 
perative now and they must keep their 
strength and grow. Otherwise we shall see a 
repetition of the old bad days when workers 
were utterly dependent upon their employers. 

“There is great danger that the whole na- 
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tion will be harmed by this campaign of a few 
groups of strong employers. To aim now at 
putting into greater subjection the workers in 
industry is blind and foolhardy. The radical 
movements and disturbances in Europe ought 
to hold a lesson for the employers of America. 
And the voice of the American people ought to 
be raised in the endeavor to drive this lesson 
home.” 





THAT IMMIGRATION “INVASION” 

Need we fear the threatened invasion of 
foreigners, who, we are being told, are lined 
up on the borders of coast countries in 
Europe, waiting to rush into America as soon 
as they can find shipping that will bring them 
across? 

It’s interesting that for a hundred years the 
“menace” of the immigrant has threatened to 
destroy .our democracy—according to the wise 
men of every generation. 

Benjamin Franklin said way back in 1753 
that the immigrants then coming to America 
were “most stupid,” and that “it is almost im- 
possible to remove any prejudice they enter- 
tain, and they will soon outnumber us.” 

But it never happened. Today there are pro- 
portionately twelve times as many immigrants 
coming to America—compared with the total 
population—as were coming when Franklin 
seemed to be so greatly alarmed about the ar- 
rival of “hordes of foreigners,” and millions 
upon millions have arrived since Franklin’s 


“day—nearly 35,000,000 in all. 


But—many millions haye returned. Some 
years fully half as many as came went back, 
and ‘during some recent years quite as many 
returned as.arrived. 

Here’s another startling fact to many of us: 
Since 1860 the percentage of foreign-born in 
the United States has varied less than one per 
cent above or below 14. Following are the 
figures: In 1860 the percentage of foreign 
born in the United States was 13.2; in 1870, 
14.4; in 1880, 13.3; in 1890, 14.8; in 1900, 13.7; 
in 1910, 14.7. In 1920 it was only 12.9%—the 
lowest that it has been in over half a century. 
There seems to be no particular danger then in 
the so-called menace of the immigrant in point 
of numbers. . 

But we have been rather careless about the 
entire question of the immigrant, and the new 
world-situation produced by the war should 
cause us to give it more serious attention. 

Congress will doubtless pass some kind of 
legislation on this subject during the present 
session, and labor will be greatly affected by 
its action. 

Whatever plan may be adopted, 
contain these principles: 

‘ First, regulation as to the number and kind 
of' immigrants admitted. 

Second, a scientific basis for determining the 
fitness and general qualities of intending im- 
migrants. 

Third, a selective process which will sift the 
undesirable from the easily assimilable. 

Fourth, an effective method of distribution 
based upon suggestion and education rather 
than upon compulsion. 

Fifth, a flexible or elastic policy which will 
quickly admit of changes in the number admit- 
ted as economic or other needs arise. 

Sixth, a universal policy, which will open to 
citizenship in this country without discrimina- 
tion all those who duly qualify, provided that 
they may be easily and naturally assimilated. 
The principle accepted by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, “never to discriminate 
against a fellow-worker on account of creed, 
color, or nationality” should be incorporated 
in our immigration laws. If we do oppose cer- 
tain groups it should be for reasons other than 
these. 

Seventh, a patriotic policy, which will en- 
courage the development of the finest Ameri- 
can spirit, without class hatreds. Neither are 
hyphenated Americans wanted—nor “outposts” 
for other countries.—Rev. Charles Stelzle. 
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almost entirely of a purely industrial 
character. There remain other abuses 
equally serious, if not more so, find- 
ing expression more often through 
our political machinery. Through re- 
actionary decisions of courts, through 
the unwarranted and reckless use of 
the writ of injunction, through laws 
establishing industrial courts and 
boards, through compulsory arbitra- 
tion laws, and through the utter fail- 
ure of Congress and of state legisla- 
tive bodies to attempt anything which 
might serve as a stimulus to labor in 
these trying times, the welfare of the 
entire country, and, in fact, the sta- 
bility of many of our democratic in- 
stitutions are most seriously menaced. 
These are matters of paramount in- 
terest to every American. 

Industrial Courts Destroy Freedom 

Through the establishment of in- 
dustrial courts, employers are seeking 
to inject into American industrial life 
a device through which they may an- 
nul constitutional guarantees and de- 
prive workers of freedom and of the 
right to function through their organ- 
izations. Aside from the denial of 
guaranteed rights brought about by 
the establishment of industrial courts, 
these instruments serve to create in 
industry a disharmony which inevitab- 
ly must result in a chaotic industrial 
condition and consequent loss of pro- 
duction. 

The joint relationship between or- 
ganized workers and employers which 
exists when these two industrial 
forces meet in voluntary conference 
to reach voluntary agreements is a 
relationship of negotiation; that which 
exists when industrial courts are es- 
tablished to determine the conditions 
in industry is a relationship between 
litigants—litigants never voluntarily 
yield a jot. Trade unionism estab- 
lishes a condition of harmony through 
mutual effort toward a common .pur- 
pose, while the industrial court, éstab- 
lishes a condition of antagonism, each 
party in hostile suit against the other, 
and each inevitably hostile toward the 
court itself when the decision is un- 
favorable. Industrial courts and the 
like, created by law, are pernicious de- 
vices, the fundamental error of which 
must become more clear as_ time 
passes. The paradox of the situation 
is that those employers who look up- 
on them as devices for their benefit 
and who are propagating the idea 
with the zeal of faddists will, in the 
long run, suffer equally with labor as 
a penalty for their short-sightedness. 


Injunctions Restore Feudalism 


The revival of the unrestrained use 
of the injunction also imperils the 
stability of our economic structure. 
For six years the Clayton Act, accept- 
ed on all sides as the established law 
of the land, to an appreciable degree 
checked the abuse of the writ of in- 
junction. A majority of the justices 
of the Supreme Court have swept 
away this strong barrier against a 
feudalistic legal concept, and labor 
finds itself again at the mercy of an 
unlimited use of judge-made law. The 
injunction as it is now used and 
abused in labor disputes is without 
sanction either in the constitution or 
in the fundamental law of the land. It 
is a pure usurpation of power and 
authority. The only possible and 
practical remedy in the face of a pow- 
er so usurped and so completely un- 


justified lies in a flat refusal on the 
part of labor to recognize or abide by 
the terms of injunctions which seek 
to prohibit the doing of acts which the 
workers have a lawful and guaranteed 
right to do, or which seek to compel 
workers to do those. things which 
they have a lawful and guaranteed 
right to refuse to do. This is the only 
immediate course through which labor 
can find relief, and this course it 
purposes to pursue. Labor realizes 
fully the consequences of such a 
course, but in the defense of American 
freedom and of American institutions 
it is compelled to adopt this course, 
be the consequences what they may. 

The workers maintain that the con- 


stitution of the United States is a 
living document, its provisions and 
guarantees as applicable. today as 


when they were adopted. The work- 
ers maintain thaf in their everyday 
life and work rights which the Consti- 
tution declares to be inalienable, 
should in practice, as well as in 
theory, be inalienable. Among these 
rights is the right to liberty—freedom 
from involuntary servitude or com- 
pulsory labor, except as punishment 
for crime. This guarantee of the thir- 
teenth amendment lives, and the work- 
ers are determined that it shall not 
be denied them. Nor shall this guar- 
antee of their freedom be so distorted 
as to compel a greup slavery in mod- 
ern industry as reprehensible as was 
the individual chattel slavery of old. 
Slavery, compulsory labor, the tying 
of men to their jobs, will be no more 
tolerated now than was chattel slavery 
then. It has no more right to exist 
and is just as repugnant under our 
democratic form of government as it 
would be under a_é monarchical, 
bureaucratic or any other form of gov- 
ernment. 

The Clayton Act was made a law by 
Congress and by the signature of the 
President for the express purpose of 
correcting a condition under which 
cases such as the Danbury Hatters’ 
case were possible. It was made law 
for the express purpose of instructing 
judges in the limitation of their pow- 
ers. Shortly after placing his signa- 
ture to the Clayton Act with its labor 
provisions the President of the United 
States made the following declaration: 

“A man’s labor is not a commodity, 
but a part of his life. The courts must 
not treat it as if it were a commodity, 
but must treat. it as if it were part of 
his life. I am gsprry that there were 
any judges who.had to be told that. 
It is so obvious that it seems to me as 
if section 6 of the:Clayton Act were a 
return to the primer of human liberty; 
but if the judges have to have the 
primer opened before them, I am will- 
ing to open it.” 


Trade Unions Defend Liberty 


The greatest force in American life 
capable of restraining predatory cap- 
ital and to that extent capable of main- 
taining the democratic institutions of 
the country is the trade union move- 
ment. The trade union movement 
would be false to its trust, false to the 
ideals of our Republic, and false to the 
great public whose confidence it must 
have, as well as false to its own mem- 
bers, whose interests it is organized 
to protect, if it neglected any proper 
effort in behalf of the liberty or well- 
being of the great masses of our 
people. 

To that end this movement of the 
organized workers sets jts face against 
all forms of compulsion, including 
such devices as so-called industrial 
courts, the un-American and repugnant 
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idea of compulsory arbitration and the 
vicious, tyrannical abuse of the writ 
of injunction. Through such devices, 
in addition to the great danger which 
they constitute to the general public 
welfare, legislative enactments are set 
aside so that the organizations of la- 
bor may be mulcted, crippled or de- 
stroyed. Through such devices volun- 
tary, democratic and constructive or- 
ganization of labor are practically 
outlawed. 


labor by these means, the resistance 
of labor will be uncompromising and 
unremitting. The organizations of la- 
bor must not and will not be de 
stroyed. Trade unions foster educa- 
tion, uproot ignorance, shorten hours, 
lengthen life, raise wages, increase 
independence, develop manhood, balk 
tyranny, reduce prejudice, protect 
rights, abolish wrongs, and make the 
world better. 


It should be the purpose of govern- 
ment properly to stimulate our indus- 
trial processes. It should be the pur- 
pose of government to make volun- 
tary negotiation more easily entered 


Labor Resists Reaction 
However great may be the deter- 
mination of the institutions of reac- 
tion to destroy the organizations of 
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into. If, on the other hand, all of the 
safeguards set up in our constitutional 
and legal structure for the protection 
of the workers are to be destroyed by 
judicial construction, as the yitality of 
the Clayton Act has been destroyed, 
then labor demands the immediate 
and sweeping repeal of all of that body 
of laws known as anti-combination 
and conspiracy laws. 

Labor .is anxious to serve. It has 
made this declaration repeatedly. It 
has lived and practiced that determin- 
ation. It has, done this in the face of 
most wanton and brutal opposition. 
Government has given little assist- 
ance. It has even destroyed the 
simplest and most obvious beginning 
of what might have been an effective 
employment service. Labor repeats 
it is time for the immediate and com- 
prehensive restoration of this serv- 
ice. 


Fanatical Propaganda and Intrigue 


Converging upon labor from the ex- 
treme right is autocratic reaction, 
while from the opposite extreme is 
the insidious propaganda of radical 
European fanaticism, which is particu- 
larly and peculiarly deadly in its 
hatred of the American labor move- 
ment because of its democratic char- 
acter and its steadfast refusal to adopt 
revolutionary destructive policies. It 
is a curious and startling fact that 
this propaganda of fanaticism has the 
sympathy and support of many of 
those in our country who style them- 
selves as liberals, but who do not dis- 
tinguish between that which is truly 
liberal and that which is destructive 
and fraudulent. 

Because of its opposition to the 
American labor movement, this over- 
seas propaganda has even secured in 
the United States the support, at 
times secret, of some of the most re- 
actionary American employers be- 
cause of a common antagonism to the 
trade union movement. There is an 
unscrupulousness and a natural apti- 
tude for intrigue in this fanatical 
propaganda which makes it a most 
subtle menace to every democratic 
ideal and institution in our country. 

This propaganda, this constant 
effort to undermine the constructive 
organizations of Amerigan labor, this 
constant poisoning of the very founda- 
tion of our democracy, finds its ex- 
pression ‘everywhere and _ through 
countless agencies. It is assisted in 
its work of destruction not only by the 
publications devoted to a_ perverted 
expression of “liberal” thought, but it 
is assisted as well by many of those 
who speak from our platforms and 
who write and edit our periodical pub- 
lications and our daily newspapers. 
Much of this assistance is involuntary 
and unconscious, which testifies to the 
subtlety of the propaganda and to the 
need for constant study and alertness 
on the part of all those who have at 
heart the preservation of democratic 
life in America. 


Labor’s Purposeful Determination 


In face of the situation here set 
forth, which is still further embittered 
by the activities of private detectives 
and agents provocateur paid by many 
employers, the American trade union 
movement, speaking through its duly 
authorized representatives, offers on 
the one hand constructive practical 
suggestions for relief and remedy, and 
on the other hand utters its uncom- 
promising protest against the injus- 
tices and the autocratic policies which 
reaction seeks to impose. It de- 
clares in measured and emphatic tones 


its unalterable determination to resist 
at every point and with its entire 
strength the encroachments both of 
industrial tyranny and fanatical, rev- 
olutionary propaganda. The Ameri- 
can labor movement is determined at 
all costs to maintain that freedom and 
those liberties which constitute Amer- 
ican democracy. The labor movement 
believes this policy to be one embody- 
ing the highest statesmanship, as the 
only policy that can preserve ‘and 
maintain and develop that harmoni- 
ous relationship in industry without 
which our productive processes must 
be sacrificed to a reign of chaotic dis- 
organization. The labor movement 
offers those voluntary and conciliatory 
methods of negotiation, arbitration 
and agreement through which it is 
possible to develop in our industrial 
life the highest degree of good will 
and the highest degree of productiv- 
ity, in order that there may be for all 
of our people the fullest enjoyment of 
life and the loftiest standards of life. 


Voluntary Principle Is Vital 


The effort to crush the voluntary 
organizations of the workers may be 
designed by employers as an effort to 
secure their own immediate enrich- 
ment, but no such effort can stop at 
that point. Whether its sponsors will 
it or not, it is an effort to bring upon 
our whole national organization of so- 
ciety unprecedented disaster and re- 
trogression. The principle of volun- 
tary agreement is the kernel from 
which has grown the success of this 
country as a democracy. If that is de- 
stroyed in our industrial life, it can 
not exist in any other phase of our 
life, and the social organization that 
has made America must crumble and 
disappear. Neither the principle of 
state dictatorship nor the principle 
of private autocratic dictation in in- 
dustry can be permitted to gain a foot- 
hold in America, for where either of 
these comes in freedom and democ- 
racy must cease to be. 

American trade unionists have long 
since made their choice.of principles. 
Their movement is founded upon the 
principles laid down in the foundation 
stones of the republic. It is now for 
the American people as a people to 
make a choice. We are. confronted 
with a supreme crisis. Not even in 
the days when the nation hovered ,on 


the brink of war was the situation 
more critical. The path of progress 
and constructive peaceful achieve- 


ment and evolution is laid down by 
the trade union movement. The road 
to autocracy, unfreedom and chaos is 
laid down by its enemies. The choice 
is now before the country. 
This conference calls for 
support and recognition of:

The right of the working people of 
the United States to organize into 
trade unions for the protection of 
their rights and interests. 

The right to, and practice of, col- 
lective bargaining by trade unions 
through representatives of their own 
choosing. 

The right to work and to ceasc 
work collectively. 

The right collectively to bestow or 
withhold patronage. 

The right to the exercise of collec- 
tive activities in furtherance of the 
welfare of labor. 

This conference proposes and urges 
public support for: 

Enactment by Congress of legisla- 
tion which shall protect the workers 
in their organized capacity against 
the concept that there is a property 
right in the labor of a human being.

Ings, their haven of refuge and pro- 
tection. 

We -call upon the workers to resist 
the efforts to destroy trade unions, 
whether by the false pretense of the 
“open shop,” the usurped authority of 
courts through writs of injunction, or 
otherwise. 

We call upon the trade’unions for a 
closer banding together, a grcater 
solidarity and unity of purpose. 

We call for united support in the 
protection of standards of wages and 
conditions already gained, and we 
summon the workers to continued 
efforts to increase the consuming 
power, raise the standards and im- 
prove the conditions of life and work. 

We call upon the workers and all of 
our people to give their support, their 
effort and their combined strength of 
righteous purpose to this appeal for 
the preservation of the spirit and the 
letter of that great declaration which 
was written to guarantee to all Amer- 
Icans “the right to life, liberty and the 
pusuit of happiness” and freedom from 
Involuntary servitude. 

To the above declaration and ap- 
peal we, the officers and other repre- 
sentatives of the national and inter- 
national trade unions of America, as- 
sembled in the oxecutive Council 
Chamber of the American Federation 
of Labor, Washington, D. C., February 
23, 1921, pledge ourselves and those 
whom we represent.
